assault in the dining saloon at Lathrop, and 


that Nagle, sn shooting Terry, had every rea 
son to believe that unless be @id so, these 
threats would be carried out. In “acting as he 
did, it would be shown that he merely did his 
duty as a sworn officer of the law. 

Attorney General Johnston stated that he 
appeared forthe state, and desired to arrange 
for argument aste the jurisdiction of «the 


federal court, which he considered the main — 


point in the proceedidgs, He said he would 
not appearjatithe examination of witnesses, but 
would be prepared to argue the jurisdiction 
point next week. 

Witnesses were then calied, who recited the 
detaiis of the attack made upon Judge Sawyer 
by Mrs. Terry on the train between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco over a year ago. 

- Judge Van Dyke, of Los Angeles, was the 


fiest*witness. “He testified fo was a passenger 


in the same car with Judge Sawyer, and shat 
David Terry and wife entered the dar at 
Fresno. Soon after the train started, Mrs. 
Terry arose and passed up the car, staring at 
Judge Sawyer as she passed him. and then re- 
turned to her seat. A few minutes later Judge 
Terry arose and took a seat at the forward end 
of the car, facing Judge Sawycr. Mrs. Terry 
then joined him, and, asshe passed Judge 
Sawyer, she reached ovér 
AND PULLED HIS HATR. 

She afterwards took a seat behind Judge Saw- 
yer and witness thought she intended attack 
ing him with her parasol, but in a few minutes 
she,joined her husbadd and no further trouble 
occurred. “

_ LETTER * 


Refuting the Idea that He and His Associates 
Are Not Interested in the Settiement of 
the Claim Made by the Lessees. 


Joseph E. Brown is published for 
the purpose of showing that 
is no foundation for the assumption that 
Governor Brown or the original legsees have 


no interest ip the claim, which has been-_pre- 
sented to tho general assembly by 
the Western and Atlantic railroad 
company for improvements to the road: 

SALT SPRINGS, Ga., Atigust 31, 1889.—Mr, E. B. 
Stahiman, Vice-Presi@ent Lout;ville and Nashville 
Railroad Compeny, Atlanta, -Ga.—Dear Sir: You 
cali my attention to the fact that in the late debate 
in the house of representatives, over the bill to lease 
the Western aud Aticntic railroad, some of the 
sLeakers are reported as having advanced the idea 
to the house that neither I, nor the origina! lessees 
of the Western and Atlantic Railroad company, 
taken any” interest in the present ap~ 
pleation to the general assembly to do justice 
tothe Western and Atlantic Railroad company by 
making a fair settlement for the improved eondi- 
tion of the road and its ajpurtenances, That the 
argument has been advanced that it is only you 
company as purchasers of the majority of the stock 
who are applying for betterments, etc. If any such 
remarks were made by any of the honorable mein- 
bers of the house, it must have been under a very 
gross misapprehension. 

I addressed 2 communication to the last general 
assembiy on this subject, through the governor of 
the state, which was published at the timc in ser- 
eral of the leading newspapers of the state, and 
extensively commented upon in the legisiature, in 
which I set forth, as we!l as I could, the ease of the 
Western anf Atlantic Railroad company and its 
claim for compeusation by the state for the ims 
proved condition of the road, its rolling stock and 
appurtenances. I have referred in said commuu- 
cation to the contract made between the state and 
the present lessees, which only requires the lessees 
to return the road at the end of the lease in as good 
condition as they received it, and pointed om cer- 
tain modes that might be adopted of bringing 
the road down from its present excellent condition 
to a near approximation of its condition when re- 
ceived by the present lessees. 

Again, early in the former session of this present 
general assembly, I sent a communication to it 
through the governor, who was kind enough to lay 
it beiore the two bouses, It has been extensively 
read, a8 I am informed, and ! certainly thiuk I 
showed nothiug like a want of interest in the suc- 
cess of the movement that looks like doing justice 
to the Western and Ailantic Railroad company, 

In other words, I have addressed two communi- 
cations through the governor to the general assem- 
bly, and have taken position strongly urging the 
legislature to 1nake provision fora fair, honest and 
honorable setilemert with the present lessees at the 
expiration of the present lease. I do not know how 
to add force to the remarks which I then submitted. 
It seemns tome that every fair-minded man who exs 
amines the law and the coutract between the state 
and the lessees, and the facts in the case, is obliged 
to come to the conclusion that in equity and honest 
rood faith, the state of Georgia justly owes to the 

essees a very considerable sum of money. If this-is 

true, the people of Georgia cannot sustain their 
representatives in refusing to make provision for its 
payment, asthe state cannot have her characier 
tarnishéd by a wilful act of injustice in refusing to 
pay a just claim, whether she is legally liable in 
the courts or not. 

A sovere gu state is supposed to move upon a high 
Ean and is always ready to do justice to the huim- 
ylest citizen by the paymento! any sun justly due, 

It is admitted, I believe, by everybody that the 
lessees have kept the contract on their part scrupu- 
lonsiy, honestly and faithfully, thatthey have not 
fulled ji single particular to comply 
wit | oblizations under the cou- 
tract, they have never in any § in- 
s’ance permitted the payment of a monthly install- 
ment ofrentaltorun beyond the day when it was 
due. They have paid over five millions of dollars 
in cash into the treasury of the steteas rental for 
the use of the road, witheut defanit or complaint. 
They have therefore, set the state an example of 
good faith and honest dealing which cannot, I 
think, he disregarded, 

It issiid, | knw. that the lassees have no legal 
claim for betterment-. [have not said that they 
have. IT bave always admittéd that the contrary 
was irtie, but] have always contended that they 
have aa honest ciaim foundedin equity and jus- 
tive, of a character that canuot be disregarded if it 
existed betweefi business men «nd the state were 
nota party toit. Much less can it be disregardcd 
by a sovereicn state which is party toa solemn con- 
tract.° 

i sugeeste:] in a former lefter, as the state can not 
be sued in Georgia, and as the lesvees want te take 
nowdvantare of the fact that a very valuabie bart 
oi the Western and Atlantic railroad and its appur- 
tenances he inthe state of Tennessee, where both 
the federal and state courts would be onen to the 
lessees, that a litigation be avoided, which it seems 
to me is better for the stato and lessees, by re- 
ferring the question to honest.upright citizens ofthe 
highest character, and let them decide it upon its 
merits, and let the state and the lessees be bound 
by their decisicn. If the iessees have an honest 
ciaim, it seemsto methat an inves tealion.of this 
character cannot be denied by her representatives 
to the party at interest, Have the lessees a claim 
that could properly be submitted to acourtortoa 
board o: arbitrators for decision? 

The last lesislature made it the duty of the gor- 
ernor to appo_ut a commission to examine carefully 
into the condition of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road «=oand = oreport the ‘acs. That commis- 
son, led by Hon. Wiliam M. Ree e, 
comp sed of gentitemcn of the highest po:s‘bie 
character, discharged their duty faithfully aad lja- 
boriously. Neither of them was appointed, nor 
was citherofthem suggested by the lessees. The 
act madeno provision for representation on the 
mrtofthe lessees inthe commissiun. The mem- 
bers of the commission were to be appointed by the 

overnor, and I, cs president of the company, was 
never consulted, and I presume no member of it 
was, but the commission wés made up, as 
already stated, of men  ~of very. high 
character, whocould not afford to do injustice 
to the party unrepresented, and“while they ad not 
estima‘'e the hetterments as high as the company 
think they should have done they have stated in 
their report that the road has been improved very 
greatly by the lessees, and tliat it is iu better condi- 
tion by seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
iI onit the hundreds} thanit was when it was 
turiied over to the lessees. 

Here is the case of a contract of w lease between 
the s'ate and a company of lessees for the use of the 
Western and Atlantic tailroad fora period of twenty 
years. The lease has but a little over a year Dow to 
run, It is admitted on all sides that the 
lessees have fuithfully performed the cens 
tract on their part, and it is reported 
by a commission appointed by the governor by the 
authority of the general assembly, that in addition 
to this strict compliance with the contract on their 
part, they haveimproved the propery of the state 
in 2 sum equal to seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. Thisimprovemenrt is in roadbed, rolling 
stock, and every department ofthe road. Now, is 
there no equitable claim? Is there no just claim on 
tue pait of the lesscesto have this amount re- 
funded? The contract witi the state igs explicit and 
express, that they are to return the road in as good 
condition as they reeeivedit. It is now found 
when we are approximating the end of tne lease, 
that the rond is not only in as good con- 
dition as it was when we receiyel it, 
but that itis, according to the report or the said 
commiss ou three-quarters of a million better than 
when we receivedit. We contend that it is better 
by alargersum, Isit fair and honorable and just 
thatthestate shou'd put this three-quartersofa 
million ot dollarsin her treasury, and refuse then 
even to hear us when we appeal to her to do justice 
in the p'emises, and refuse to permit the case to be 
adjud.gated in any court, or by auy board of arbi- 
trators; 

Surely I cannot be mistaken, nor can I be over- 
zealous, when I Say thatsuch a claim is at least 
worthy the cousideration of the general assembly 
and that they should deign to permit It to be in- 
vestigated. 

In addition to this there is over a hundred thon<« 
sand dollars thatthe lessees have paid to the siate 

of Tennessee for taxes ~~ the portion of the 
Western and Atlantic which lies in the state of Tens 
nes-ee. The supreme court of Georgia, as I have 
heretofore stated, has decided overand over again 
that the lessees are liable to no taxes ex- 
cept oue-half of one per cent upon their net 
income, which was the amount of tax for which the 
Centra! Railroad and Banking. company, and the 
Georgia Ratiroad and Banking Company are liable 
and the iease act makes the lessees subject to the 
same public burdens which tbese companies are 
siibject to, and the supreme court construed ‘‘public 
burden” there to mean ‘taxation,’ but they have de- 
cided very explicitly that the lessees are annecs to 
no othertaxation. A portion ot the road lics in 
Tennessee. But the state of Georgia waived her 
sovereignty when Tennessee permitted the road to 
be built partly on her ‘e-ritory, and the matter was 
placed subject to the,jurisdiction of the courts and 
authorities of Tennessee. 

Consequently, Tennessee hasa right to tax that 
portion of the property of the state of Georgia which 
lies within herlimits. This she bas done. Who 
should pay that tax, the landlord ortenant? Does 
an honorable member of the legislature who leases 
part of his farm fora term of yearsto his tenant, 
expect the tenant to pay the taxes, or doesthe 
landiord pay it? Unless there isa special contract 
that the tenant pay it, 1 suppose the response will 
be general that it falls upon the landlord or } r 

Now, certainly, the lessor, the state of Georgia, in 
this case is liable to the state of Tennessee for the 
taxes, as the lessees did not agree to pay it, nor is 
there anything in the contract that even hints at 
such an agreement. The lessees, to keep the prop- 
erty of the state of Georgia from being sold at 
sheriff’s sale for taxes in the state of Tennessee, 
have paid thostax, calling the attention of the goy- 
ernor of Georgia again and again tothe fact, and 
requesting payment on the part of the state, which, 
for various reasons assigned at the time, have been 
neglected from year to year. The state 
of Teunesse has never a 
the tax against the Western and Atian- 

tic Railroad company, but has continued, as under 
the old state of things, to assess the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, because the autnorities of Ten- 
nessee understood the law very well that it was the 
duty of the state of Georgia to pay it and as the 
raperty belonged to the state they taxed the state,

years, and ay wibbe them, and receive income 
them if they thought proper to do so, just as it had

track, or anything else that was a part of or 
appurienant to the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, To show that was the understanding of 
the parties at the time of the contract, by reference 
tothe bond given by the leseces, it will be seen that 
the following lauguage was used : he condition 
of this bond is such that whereas the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad company, principal, in consider- 
aiion of the lease of the Western and Atlantic rai!- 
road and its property and appurtenances for twenty 
years in compliance with the terms of an act," ete. 

Here not only the term appurtenances is used, 

but the term property, of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, 
Ciearly the land in Chattanooga belonging to the 
Western and Atlantic railroad not necessary for use 
ior railroad purposes for the time, were leased by 
our company as part of the property and appur- 
tenances of the Western and Atlantic railroad, and 
we bad a right to dispose of them during 
the period of the case in any way 
that might be most proiitable to us, with 
possibly this single exception. If we built a house 
on the unocenupied land or land not necessary for 
railroad purposes, and paid five thousand dollars tor 
its erection, and the house is to be removed at the 
end of the lease, this enhanced the temporary value 
of the property to that extent, aud to that extent 
increased the taxation upon the value. 

Now, as we received the rental forthe house and 
erected it for our own purposes during the period of 
the lease, it might not be unreasoneble to ask our 
company to pay the iax upon the inereased yalue 
growing outof the erection of the building. Ina 
word, if the land were worth a hundred thousand 
dollars, and the state was paying tax upon thatsum, 
and by the erection of the dDuilding we made it worta 
$105,000, the state might say as we did this for our 
benetit and got therental for it we ought to pay for 
the increased yalue of the property while we e#reu- 
pied it, or, in other words, that the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad company Ought ro pay tax on the 
five thousand es assessed uponthe building, but 
not upon anything that was there which we leased 
from the state at the time the railroad was turned 
over tovus. At og) rate, here isa just claim, the 
validity of which it seems to me nu no lawyer can 
dispute, which the lessees have agaiust the state ct 
Georgia for taxespaidin thestate of Tennessee, 
What exact amount is dueis not forme to de- 
termine. That would be a proper question 
for the court which must finally adjudicate 
it, or for the arbitrators, but = can 
the state afford toignore the claim or refuge to in- 
vestigate it, orto hear it, and refuse to refer itto 
any court or board of arbitrators to adjudicate? I 
think not. 

A word more in reference to your connection with 
the investigation, After 1, as president of the ecom-« 
pany, laid its claims before the last general 
assembly in as clear a& manner as I was 
competent to do, both legisiative bodies had 
adjourned, one sine die and the other to mect 
ugain in cop 3 Inthe meantime, I was stricken 
down with disease, and have had a long and trying 
period of affliction, which has in a great degree un- 
tilted me forthe trauvsaction of bus:ness for the 
time. In this condition when the legislature met, 
it was utterly impossibic for me to represent the 
claiin of the lessces of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad before tbat body, aud as the company 
whieh you represent now owns about two-thirds of 
the shares or stock of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad company, and is, therefore, ina pecuniary 
point of view, much more interested than the re- 
inuining lessees, it was -naturai that vour comm- 
pauy spould take an inferest in this matter, and 
you were sent here by them, as I undersiand 
it, tolay the matter of the ctaims of the Wesiera 
aud At.antic railroad compauy, im which they are 
so largely interested, fairly and Donesily betore the 
legisiature. This you have cone [| believe weil 
and faiithiuily. IJhave been unable to render you 
material assis.ance by any active effort on my part, 
nud While my imterest in the lease is quite stnall, 
my iaterest in the success of this meastire intended 
tv do justice to tre lessees, has never iu the Slightest 
particular dnainished. I think I represeut them 
tairly when I say that every original lessee feels 
that it- would Le a great wrong tor the stafe “sf 
Georgia te) deciihe to lo anything for 
the lessevs in recognition of the cleim 
which the company has made for compensa 
vion for the improved condition of the road and its 
appurtenances. Le only reason why your :oim- 


pany feels more interest than other lessee, is one of 


degree. Yourepresent a larger interest in the com- 


pany than uny of tue rest of us do, 
CqQulby aud justice of the Claims, are ready to do 
auything Wituin their power that is honorable to 
make the application a success, 

My bealth is siiil too feeble to permit my under~ 
taking any active fabor to aid you, but I snail con-~ 
tinue to believe, until I sce the contrary cleurly 
demonstrated, that the people of Georgia, through 
their representatives, will net place our grand oid 
state in the position of refusing to heara just claim 
made by lessees who have dealt justly and fuiriy in 
everything pertaining to the contract made with 
the s ate, and have in every particular carried it 
out in good faith. 

As already stated, the lessees haye 
houestly and faith fuiil with the state, 
and bave with scrupulous good = faith 
complied with the contract on their part in 
every particular. They will do so until the end 
of the lease and they wiliturn over the road and a!l 
its appurtenaces to the state in-as good condition as 
when they received it frum the state at the com- 
mencement of the leas. Whether it will be in bet- 
ter condition, and how much better, is a question 
for the consideration of the lessees. . All the obliga- 
tion resting upon them is that it be in as good con- 
dition, aud every inutelli.eut man kuows that if it 
is tendered buck to ihe s'ate in rs gvod condition 
ag it was when we received it, sheis bound tu ec- 
ceptitin that condition. To avon all disputes 
upon that question, and to give those who are to 
bid for the new lease an assurance of the good faith 
not be better,

iis last session. Let the state select two arbitrators, 
men of the highest character, and I would suggest 
that one be un eminont iawyer and the other be au 
eminent railroad man, Let the lessees select two 
of the same character, and let the four select a filth 
man; and, I willadd, that weare content that tho 
governor should send the five names to the senate 
for confirmation, and if either oue is rejected 
by the senate new nomination be 
sent in his and then [ am 
willing that : it has passed the 
ordeal of contifmation by the senate, that the list 
be submutted to the governor, andifhe disapprove 
of any one of the five, the name shall be strickeu 
and another selected. Or, Iam willing for the leg- 
itlature to select a commission of five men of em}- 
nent character, and letthe question be submwitied to 
their adjudication, providing no one shall serve on 
the commission who is a personal enemy of any 
member of the present lessees, or who is positively 
objectionable to the company. Or, if this 
is not reasonable, aud the nein - 
bers of the legislature can suggest any 
fairer mode of settlement, the lesses will be giad to 
copsider it. With great deference, I would submic¢ 
that a refusal to make a fair and honorable settle- 
ment of this claim would naturally suggest to the 
bidders for the new lease, that they are to expect at 
the hands oi the state, similar treatment at the end 
of their term, and as prudent men that they would 
reduce the amount of monthly rental which they 
would otherwise include in their bids, sufficiently 
to secure them against sucha contingency. In other 
words, 1 believe any company of business men 
wiil agree to pay a “higher rental 
if they ure satisfied that the state will deal fairly 
and justly with them in every particular, than they 
would pay ifthey saw the state declining to. act 
fairly and justly with their predecessors. The old 
a’age, that honesty is the best policy, applies as well 
to empires, statesand communites as it does to 
individuais. Ii ourciaim isan honest one, and is 
just for any amount, then the best policy is fur the 
state to allow it to be fairly investigated, and fairly 
settled if anything is due. The state in the end 
will make money by adopting this course, Very re- 
epectiully your obedient servant, 
JOSEPH E, Brown, President.

Railroad Companies.

Engineer Hend- 
dricks petitioned for the appointment ofa 
keeper of the city parks. Referred. 

A communication was read from the com- 
mittee of the farmers’ alliance state exchange, 
soliciting bids for the location of the exchange. 
Referred to the finance committee. 

wee (sz. Harris petitioned that the street 
franchises for street railroads, be sold to the 
highest bidders. He states that. he may be- 
comc a bidder. It is rumored that Harris may 
buy the dummy line. Referred. 

A communication was read from President 
Colegrove. of the dummy line, stating that 
the restrictions preventing the dummy road 
crossing the street railway, or running paraleli 
thereto, expires October 23d, and gives notice 
that the dummy would then apply for exten- 
sions to the central city park, and on other 
streets. 

Fifty dollars were appropriated to help de- 
fray the expenses of Chief Jones of the fire de- 
partment, to the aunual conyention oi chiefs 
at Kansas City. 

Mr. Work, of Philadelphia, one of the 
owners of the Macon street railway, submitted 
the contract which he desired the council to 
sign with bis company, granting certain new 
street frauchises, and the privilege to operate 
the street railway with electricity, obligating 
to have the electri¢ systein in operation within 
twelve mofths. The contract asked for the 
perpetual exclusive right of way on 
the streets for which they wish 
franchises. The special committee to 
whom the contract was referred, reported 
favorably with the amendment that the exclu- 
sive right of way .be granted for only twenty 
vears. A few other amendments of nospecial 
importance, were added. Henry Horne, airec- 
tor of the Street Railroadcompany, stated that 
the company would be willing to accept the 
twenty year exclusive franchise, and all the 
amendments as read. Council adepted the 
contract, and it will be referred to the city 
attorney, to see that it is legally and properly 
drawn. Director Horne states that a part of 
the electric line will be in operation in time 
for the state fair, October 23d.

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, opposed the bill. 
“The passage of the bill,”’ said he, ‘means the 
death of the agricultural department.’’ 

Judge Harrell, of Webster, favored the bill. 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, was given the 
chairman's twentv minutes in which to con- 
clude the debate, and made an able speech in 
support of his colleague’s bill. 

The vote was then taken—73 to 48, the 
larger number being ia favor of the bill. This 
is less than a constitutional majority, and the 
bill was lost. 

A LOCAL BILL. 

The most troublesome local bill the house 
has acted upon this session came up for a third 
reading yesterday. 

It is to prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
spirituous, malt or vinous liquors within three 
miles of Cedar Creek Baptist church in Gwin- 
nett county. Thero is nothing wrong about 
the caption. Scores of just such bills pass 
every session. 

The tfouble is that the bill was introduced 
in the senate by a senator not representing 
Gwinnett or Walton county, and was fathered 
in the house by Mr. Twitty, of Jackson, 

Gwinnett and Walton are ‘‘wet’’ counties, 
and Jackson is ‘‘dry.”’ 

The church named is so located that a 
radius of three miles would effect Gwinnett, 
Walton and Jackson counties. 

When the bill was read for the third time 
yesterday in the house, Mr. Smith. of Gwiu- 
mett, made a decidedly interesting speech, in 
which he denounced the bill as a bad prece- 
dent and an insult to Gwinnett and Walton 
counties. He stated that the bill was intro- 
duced in the senate while the senator repre- 
senting Gwinnett and Walton counties was 
abseut, and that the representatives from those 
two counties had been completely ig- 
mored. He showed that the main  ob- 
ject of the bill was to shut upa_ cer: 
tain grogshop in Walton county, which 
was a wet county; and yet the representative 
from Walton knew nothing about the bill until 
it had pasged the senate. The bill took a cer- 
tain church in Gwinnett as the center of the 
prohibition circle, Gwinnett being a wet coun- 
ty, aad yet the representative from Gwinnett 
had been absolutely and compietely ignored in 
the matter. 

Mr. Twitty, of Jackson, replied in an equally 
spirited speech. He disclaimed, however, any 
intentional discourtesy to the representatives 
from Walton and Gwinnett. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, agreed with Mr. 
Smith that the bill was a bad precedent. 

Mr. Carithers, of Walton, spoke against the 
biil. The discussion took a decidedly personal 
turn just here. 

Mr. Twitty replied briefly. 

Mr. Foute, chairman of the temperance 
committee, argued for the report of his com- 
mittee, Which was favorable tothe passage of 
the bill. 

The vote was 40 for and 66 against. 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTER. 

The special joint committee to investigate as 
to the legality of the West Point Terminal con- 
tracts, met lgst evening at 8 o’clock in cominit- 
tee rvom 12, at the capitol, Senator Bartlett 
presiding. ‘The committee continued the ex- 
amination of Gencra!l Alexander.3 Witness de- 
nied that the combination had had the effect 
of raising rates, or that it was intended to have 
this effect. The Central had nothing to do 
with the deal that brought in under the West 
Point Terminal management. The Central 
ctock owned by the Terminal company had 
been purchased from the Georgia company. 
The effect of breaking up the consolidation 
would be to leave the Central off the highway 
from New York tothe southwest. If the combi- 
nation were broken up the other roads would 
immediately go into other combinations. 
*‘Rates,’’ said President Alexander, ‘are con- 
tolled by three things—the competition of 
markets, the commissioners, and water way 
competition. I mean by the first, that the 
rates from Atlanta to New York could not be 
raised, though every road between Atlanta 
and New York were owned by the same com- 
pany, because Chattanooga and Birmingham 
woule take Atlanta’s trade from her in direct 
agate ne as the rates were _ raised. 

y the commissions, I mean 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and the state railroad commissioners. The 
third factor is especially important in this 
section, because steamers going from Savan- 
mah to New York are loaded, while those 
coming back are not and will hauleat very low 
rates—say five toeight cents a hundred—so 
that a long haul by water will cost less thana 
much shorter one over-land.”’ .

The Brady 
unfavorably reported, and Senator Ballard, chair« 
man of the committee on agriculture, submitted a 
minority report recommending the passage of the 
bill and sigued by himself and Sevators S. R. Harris, 
E, 'W. Y. Allgood and Wiiliam Roberts. 

Senator Ballard then moved to disagree to the 
adverse report, 

‘The bill could not, under the rulfng of the chair, 
be read the second time after an adverse report, 
oat ee read for information by unanimous con- 
sen 

Senator Hall then stated his objections to dis- 
agreement,. 

The prineiple ofcommon lawis that the thing 
sold shall be reasonably suited to the purpose-for 
which it was sold. It is bad legislation to pass a bil; 
which does not hold aman to his contrat. The 
notes might be signed in Georgiaund made pay- 
able in Baltimore witha waiver of warrant, and 
here will be mo trouble in ‘collecting them, even 
after the passage of this bill, beeause the law of 
Matyland would governa contract completed in 
that stare, 

Senator Allgood asked if the notes are not tiken 
by agents in this state and made payable in Georgia 
towns, 

Senator Hall said that might be the case now but 
after the passage of this bill the non-resident man- 
‘ufacturer would be intelligent enough to have the 
notes made payabie outside the state for that would 
make it collectable. That would be unfair to the 
Georgia manufacturers who would have to sell 
their goods outside the state or quit business. 

Senator Allgood was surprised at the position of 
the senator from the 26th. According to that all 
that was necessary for any man to swindle a 
citizen of Georgia was for him to get beyond the 
limits of the state. If that was the programme, 
he was for keeping them out and buying fertilizers 
from home manufacturers. He had never heard of 
& guano note being wade payable outside of the 
State. It was a fact admitte dby all-chemists that 
ammonia produced irom certain substances was not 
available for agricultural purposes, 

Sena’or Haerper called the _previous ques 
tion and Senator Hall requested him to 
withdraw the cal. Senator Harper declined, and 
on being put to the house the call was not sustained. 
Setitor Hall then took tke floor to cite authorities 
sustaining his position. 

He read a decision to show that the law of the 
place where the condition was to be performed con~ 
troticd the contract and its interpretation. 

He quoted a deeision by Judge Shaw, of the 
United States supreme court, to the effect ‘that 
while a slave could not be taken out of Massschu- 
seits against the local statute, a contract made in 
Louisiana for the sale of a slave could be enforced 
in Massachusetts and the money could be collected, 
because @ contract is governed ‘by the law ofthe 
place where it is to be perform cd. 

“A hundred waivers,’’ he said, “will not prevent 
the farmer from pleading failure of consideration if 
the goods are not up to the standard. If the guano 
does.not come up to representations there isa way 
to getatit. Why pul this class of coptractson a 
different tasis from all others. Seuator Bartictt 
thought that if this bill came from tke source 
represented it shot wide of the mark in 
protecting the interests of the farmer. It 
would operate against them. He read a 


March to the effect that a tale for notes dated in 
Georgia and payable in Scuth Carolina was com- 
pleted in South Carclina and not governed by the 
laws of Georgia. 

“This bill will make the fertilizur notes non- 
negutiab'e,”’ he said, “and will put the ‘ertilizer 
munuiacturers of Georgia in a position where they 
ecannet ailerd to sell to iarmers in this state. 

“Jsubmit that instead of passing laws that per- 
rit a man to violate his contract, you won!d do 
weil to; ass Jaws which will enforce the contract.

vested in this business. The farmer wiil be driven 
irom Caarybdis into Scylia. 

“When you change the rule of contracts which 
the wisdom of venerations bas engrafted on our 
laws and has declared wise/and salutary, you ought 
to give sume stringent reason for the departure. 

“Tt will not be twelve months before those who 
fre now urging for the passage of this bill will be 
loud in asking for its repeal.”’ 

Senator Loyd, in his fatherly way, said he was 
frum a section of the state which used little guano, 
and he hoped it would hbereasiter use less. He 
thought it would be a great benetit to the people of 
Georgia if they would dispense with it entirely, 

AS to the position of Senator 
Hill that the lex loci governs a 
contract, *hat,’’ said he, ‘‘isgood law, as I have 
heard it discussei and have had oceasicn to dis- 
enss it occasionally myself inn humble way, but I 
don’t see its application to this case. Is there any- 
t ing to compel the farnters of Georgia to buy guano 
outside the state?’ 

Here Schator Bartlett interrupted witha question: 

“Suppose you strike a farmer whocan’t make a 
contruct with.any other party? There are men who 
will net be abie to buy from anybody except an 
outsider. They heave not the cash, and can’t buy of 
home manufaciurers.”’ 

“I suppose,’’ replied fenator Boyd, ‘you 
assume that guano is mauufectured 
in Georgia, and that the markets of Georgia are ac- 
cessible to the farmer?’ 

“And stfiictent,’’ replied Senator Bartlett, - who 
was at the gap Jaying tor the senator. 

“Well, thea why should he go away?’ demanded 
Senator Boyd. 

“Recause- this bill wil! prevent the Georgia man- 
ufaeturers from selling it; they are not going to be 
fools enough tose}! it uncer sucha law as this.” 

“I subamit,’”’ said Senator Boyd who had evidently 
not heard the last part of Senator Barilett’s 
“that the farmers are not goimg to 
make a contract with a Baltimore manufacturer 
and put the Jaw against them when they can geét 
fertilizer in the state.’’ 

“Do you think there is in the state of Georgia anv 
manufacturer who is fool enough tosejl guano on 
time underthe Brady bill?’’ demanded Senator 
Bartlett. 

“Yes, sir, if he hasan honest commodity to sell,”’ 
replied Senator Boyd, rising up proudly, as if he 
felt the whole majesty of the people benind him. 
“It is the purpose of this bill to bring out 
these frauds from their cark corners. Put the 
menufacturer on his peril and put the farmernn his 
peril. If you de this you will hear lessin Georgia 
about frauds and about fertilizers and failure of 
crops.’ « 

Senator Strother, who had with diMiculty ro- 
strained his indignation until now, elevated his 
ucial angle and becnn to deliver:his fire with re- 
pidity and precis on, 

At the first shot he announced that he was from
